THE NEW YORK MARKET.

NEW YORK, June 9.—The market opened 
steady. London had buying orders here, but 
the market continued so strong that they 
bonght very little stock. They had large or- 
ders to buy St. Paul, but the shorts here were 
so anxious that they took the market away 
from the Europeans. The strength of North- 
eru Pacific and St. Paul scared the bears and 
they bought stocks liberally all day. We be- 
lieve that about 150,000 shares of stocks were 
bought in today for account of the bears. 
Te rise in the Northern Pacific was attended 
by a zumber of rumors, but none of them 
were probably true. The fact is that a small 
bull pool has been formed and some of the 
directors are said to be interested. The shorts 
were free buyers of this stock, although there 
is quite a large short interest remaining. The 
same steady buying that has marked the trad- 
ing in St. Paul still continues, and if the crop 
prospects are good a dividend is likely to be 
declared in the fall. The general market 
scored a good advance today with the excep- 
tion of Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, 
which is being fed out all the time by the bull 
pool. This pool is the largest of any in the 
market, and we believe their holdings must 
amount to over 50,000 shares of this stock. 
They have begun to liquidate in earnest, and 
we fear this will interfere with the further 
‘mprovement in values. The government crop 
report comes out tomorrow afternoon and the 
estimate will have a great effect on specula- 
tion.

McRae, Ga., June 9.—(Special.)—Chester 
Brown. colored, ‘who committed a criminal 
assault upon one of his daughters, a few 
days ago, is safely lodged in jail here, but 
it is an open secret that threats of lynching 
have been made by the negroes, and Brown, 
though secure in the jail, is in considerable 
fright.

Money in Corn. 


Adairsville, Ga., June 9.—(Special.)— 
There is a young man from Cobb county 
who now lives near Adairsville. On the 
13th day of March, 1891, he bought forty- 
one acres of land, the land being all turned, 
that is, the farming portion of it, at the time 
he bought it. This young man went to 
work, bought a mule, wagon, tools and 
everything necessary for a one-horse farmer. 
He hired a good Hand, and planted twenty- 
five acres in corn. After having bought 
out the renter that was on the place, he 
kept a close account of everything that he 
paid out, and the cost of paying for the 
turning, planting, cultivating, gathering and 
cribbing of his corn, was only $125. He 
says that he cribbed 600 bushels of corn, 
by the expenditure of only $125, and this 
young man is selling corn now at SO cents 
a bushel, and taking good notes and se- 
curity. He sold 100 bushels just last week 
for 60 cents a bushel, cash at his crib. 
This young man says that if a man was 
to give him threefourths of all the cotton 
that he could make on his land, that he 
would not let him work it in cotton.

Being Made for the Southern Educational 
Association 


DURING THE FIRST WEEK IN JULY. 


The New Committees Appointed and the 
Work They Are Doing—To Meet 
in the Capitol, 


Preparations are actively being made for 
the meeting of the Southern Educational 
Association the first week in July. 

The local executive committee of the 
Southern Educational Association met in 
the state school commissioner’s office yes- 
terday morning, and the heads of the 
different subcommittees reported con- 
siderable progress in the work of arranging 
for the coming convention.. The meeting 
was largely attended, and those present 
were all enthused with the idea of enter- 
taining 3,000. delegates. 

The work of the committee also includes 
arrangements to receive the Georgia 
Teachers’ Association, which meets on the 
three days preceding the Southern Educa- 
tional Association. The Georgia body 
alone will number 1,000, and practically 
all of them will be members of the larger 
convention which follows. 

Colonel W. L. Calhoun, chairman of the 
committee on hotels and boarding houses, 
reported that a number had filed applica- 
tions for delegates, naming reduced rates. 
The Kimball and the Markham will give 
a 20-per-cent reduction from usual rates. 
Though a number of houses have been heard 
from, not enough applications have been 
received to provide for the great number of 
delegates, and hotels and boarding houses 
are earnestly requested to write at once to 
Mr. kt. J. Guinn, secretary of the executive 
committee, filing applications, naming rates 
and giving the number of delegates they 
are prepared to take care of. 

Captain R. J. Lowry reported that it 
was impossible to secure the opera house 
for the meeting, as it had been engaged by 
the Deshon Opera Company. 

On Mr. Joseph Hirsch’s motion, it was 
decided to use the corridors and light 
shafts and rotunda of the capitol for the 
general meetings of the association. The 
speaker’s stand and chairman’s desk will 
be placed on a platform on the great stair- 
case in the north light shaft, looking through 
the rotunda into the south light shaft. The 
first floor and the corridors above will seat 
several thousand people easily, and chairs 
will be provided for the occasion.

But the force is already too small. Un- 
der this head Chairman English says in his 
communication to council: “We further 
beg to inform you that there is urgent need 
of additional patrolmen. Crime seems to be 
very much on the increase, as shown by the 
number of burglaries and robberies that 
are committed almost nightly in your city. 
The suburbs are practically without police 
protection during the night. ,
